MISSOURI SHORT 6O00N 
REGULAR ARMY QUOTE 


Week of Big Drive Has Pro- 
duced 338 Enlistments—938 
Were Needed. 


The campaign to enlist 355 men in the 
regular army this week to complete Mis- 
souri’s quota of 6586 recruits has re- 
sulted in 338 enlistments in the State 
since last Saturday, of which St. Louis 
has furnished 88, with 14 applicants being 
held for further medical examination. 

This leaves Missouri 600 men short of 
its quota, and an extra effort will be 
made by the recruiting officers to fill 
out the ranks by the end of the week. 

Since April 1, Missouri has enlisted 
5986 men. Many states have completed 
their quotas. 

‘President Wilson, in an effort to re- 
cruit 70,000 volunteers to bring the regu- 
lar army up to war strength of 300,000, 
designated this as Army Recruiting 
week, but the recruiting officers are 
calling it “President’s’’ week. 

Men who wish to go to France 
quickly can do so by joining the reg- 
ular army. The recruiting offices 
are authorized to say that recruits 
will be with Gen. Pershing’s forces in 
the autumn. Men registered for the 
draft are particularly desirable and 
they can tnter upon their career as 
soldiers most quickly and under 
highly favorable conditions by en- 
listing with the regulars. 

Maj. Goode, in charge of recruit- 
ing, said today that he had rejected 
52 applicants since Saturday, and was 
holding 14 who might pass. He 
pointed out that if everybody in Mis- 
souri would do his duty and urge 
men of eligible age to enlist the 600 
men required could be easily en- 
rolled before the end of the week. 

Maj. Goode also announced that he 
had received word from Was*ington 
that volunteer enlistments would be 
continued throughout the period of 
the war. 


Country-Wide Reeratiting Centinues 
te Fall Off. 

WASHINGTON, June 24—Regular 
army recruiting fell off heavily again 
yesterday despite the great drive being 
made to fill regiments to war strength. 

Uniess a better showing is made dur- 
ing the next three days, it seems certain 
that the reserve for the regular army 
will have to be taken from men drafted 
for the national army. Officials hoped 
that the arrival of Gen. Pershing’s rexz- 
ulars in France would stimulate interest 
and bring a large number of volunteers 
to the colors during the next three days 
It was again said today that men who 
join the regulars for the duration of the 
war can be certain of early action at the 
American front soon to be established in 
France. 

With recruiting week more than half 
gone about %,000 men still are needed. 
Only 140 additions were reported yes- 
terday. the best showing being made by 
Iilincise and Massachusetts, both of 
which have exceeded their quota.

in Transportation Set. 

Considering the distance to be cov- 
ered and the fact that all prepara- 
tions had to be made after the order 
came from the White House the night 
of May 18, it ts practically certain 
that never before has a military ex- 
pedition of this size been assembled, 
conveyed and landed without mishap 
in so. short a time by any nation. It 
is a good augury of future achieve- 
ments. The only rival in magnitude 
ts the movement of British troops to 
South Africa in the Boer War, and 
that was made over seas that were 
unhampered by submarines, mines or 
other obstacles. 

Gen. Pershing and his staff have been 
busy for days preparing for the arrival 
of the men. Despite the enormous 4if- 
ficulties of unpreparedners and sub- 
marine dangers that faced them, the 
plans of the army general staff have 
gone through with clockiike precision. 
When the order came to prepare im- 
mediately an expeditionary force to go 
to France, virtually all of the men now 
across the seas were on the Mexican 
border. There were no army transports 
available in the Atlantic.

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VISIT RUSSIAN FRONT 


They Held. Conference With 
Gen. Brussiloff at the Gen- 
eral Staff Headquarters. 


RUSSIAN STAFF HEADQUARTERS, 
June %, via Petrograd, June 27.—Elihu 
Root and the whole military staff of the 
American Commission, accompanied by

Cessack Congress Demands Imme- 
diate and Vigorous Offensive. 
PETROGRAD, June 28.—The Cossack 
Congress yesterday listened to a speech 
by John R, Mott, member of the Ameri- 
can Commission; whose appearance on 
the platform brought prolonged ap- 
Plause. Mott described America’s war 
preparations, complimented the Cossacks 
on their unity. and strength, and de- 
clared America would never abandon 

Russia and the other allies. 

Replying, President Dutoff of the Con- 
gress said he had the conviction thac 
America had entered the war in the in- 
terests of justice. Thereafter the Con- 
gress passed unanimously an emphati¢ 
resolution in favor of a vigorous prose- 
cution of the war. 

The resolution demands an “immediate 
and decisive attack.’’ It rejects the idea 
of a separate peace, declaring the war 
must be fought in accord with the allies 
until victory has been reached. The 
resolution concludes by appealing for 
support of the ‘‘liberty loan,’’ and de- 
manding stern measures against desert- 
ers and traitorous propagandists.

FRANCE'S NEW WAR BUDGET 


$1,968,600,000 Needed for Third Quar- 
ter; Total for 38 Months, $19,- 
766,400,000. 

PARIS, June 28.—France will require 
for the third quarter’s expenses 9,843,- 
000,000 francs ($1,968,600,000), or about 
218,000,000 francs more than for the sec- 
ond quarter of 1917, making total ap- 
propriations for 38 months of 98,332,000,000 
francs ($19,766,400,000). 

These are the totals which will be 
submitted to the Senate’ tomorrow by 
M. Millies-Lacroix, general reporter of 
the Appropriations Committee. He is 
authority for the statement that more 
than 20 per cent of the appropriations 
already made has not yet been dis- 
bursed. Upward of 6,000,000,000 of the 
total has been advanced to France’s 
allies. 


German Uniforms of Metal Fiber. 

LONDON, June 28.—Germany’s latest 
device to supply lack of wool is to manu- 
facture uniforms of metal! filament re- 
duced to a supple fiber. The materia! 
looks like cloth, but is inclined to be 
brittle, and furnishes only the slightest 
protection against cold. The paper fiber 
the Germans are using for uniforms 
gives less wear than the metal compo- 
sition’and cannot withstand heavy rains.

CANADIAN ARMY HEADQUAR- 
TERS IN FRANCE, June %.—Under 
a protecting concentration of artillery 
fire Canadian troops early today stormed 
and captured the German front line be- 
fore Avion, a suburb of Lens. 

The Canadians, heartened by successes 
gained during the last few days at rela- 


tively small cost, decided this morning 
te attack across the open ground slop- 
ing upward to Avion and the village of 
Leauvette, near the Souchez River.

The attack was made along a two-mile 
front. On the extreme left Nova Sco- 
tians pushed their way up the Lens&- 
Arras road to the village of Leauvette. 
Here they took a number of prisoners. 
At the other end of the line, east of 
the railways tracks, enemy dugouts 
were bombed. Their occupants belonged 
to the crack Prussian Guards corps, the 
Fifth Guard Grenadiers, who refused in 
most cases to come out and surrender. 
One officer and 21 men of the Grenadiers 
decided that discretion was the better 
part of valor. Others are believed to be 
still alive in the dugouts, which will be 
thoreughly explored after the ground 
won is consolidated. 

Canadian Heavy Guns Busy. 
At daybreak Canadian airplanes fly- 
ing low over Avion saw few Germans 
there. Craters which recently were 
made by mine explosions at the cross- 
roads are now seriously hindering them 
in bringing up troops from Lens for 
counter-attacks. 
The enemy's guns have been shelling 
Canadian communication trenches, but 
Canadian ‘“heavies’’ are now taking 
them on with -good results. 
Between Avion and Lens there ig 4 
considerablé stretch of marsh along the 
Souchez. This has been flooded and 
wire entanglements have been con- 
structed on the eastern side of the flood 
area. There, as it is to the south, the 
new German line is strongly held. 


Germans Repulsed in Attack on 
French Salient in Alsace, 
PARIS, June 28.—The Germans last 
night attacked the salient of Watt- 
weiler, northeast of Thann, in Alsace, 
according to the War Office announce- 
ment today. They were repulsed, leav- 

ing a number of dead. 


British Repulse German Attack: Six 
German Airplanes Downed. 
LONDON, June 78.—German attacks 
south of the Cojeul River were repulsed 
by the British last night, the War Office 
announces. 
‘During the night the enemy’s aftillery 
heavily bombarded our positions in the 
neighborhood of Fontaine-lez-Croi- 
selles,’’ says the statement. ‘‘Hostile at- 
tacks against our advanced posts south 
of the Cojeul River were successfully re- 
pulsed. A German raiding party entered 


our trenches last night east of Ver- 
Senet ped mee ate 
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melles. It was at once ejected. One of 
ee men is missing.” 

Last night's official report said: 

“A hostile raiding party was repulsed 
early this morning north of Roeux after 
sharp fighting, in which the enemy suf- 
fered considerable loss. 

“Much successful work Was accom- 
plished by our airplanes yesterday. Five 
German machines were brought down. 
Two others were driven down out of 
control, and one hostile machine was 
shot down by fire from the ground. 
None of our airplanes is missing.” 


German Writers Predict Surprise 
British Offensive Soon. 
COPENHAGEN, June 2%.—German 


military writers, with enlightenment 
furhished to them by the War Press 
Bureau, éexprese the opinion that the 
British are preparing a new offensive, 
but Field Marshal Haig’s tactics in 
striking nowhere, and now there along 
the British front leave them in uncer- 
tainty as to the section which the blow 
will fall. 

Capt. von Salemann writes in the Vos- 
gische Zeitung that the feints of—the 
British commander in the last week evi- 
dently were to cover a regrouping of 
troops, and a surprise attack which 
‘probably will be made like the Wyt- 
schaete offensive against a narrow 
front with an extraordinarily heavy 
concentration of artillery and infantry. 
He believes the attack may come north 
of Ypres. 

Lieutenant-General von Ardenne, mili- 
tary critic of the Tageblatt, who has 
the same facts to go on, makes the 
guess that the British will strike in the 
Warneton region, at-the southern end 
of the new defensive line taken up by 
the Germans after the Wytschaete de- 
feat. All the critics agree that no se- 
rious French offensive is to be expected 
at present. 

Gen. von Ardenne also declares a Rus- 
sian offensive is entirely impossible at 
this time. The General dismisses the 
convention of Workmen’s and Soldiers’ 
Delegates which decreed an offensive as 
“a meeting swayed by gold and alco- 
hol,”” which was guilty of false pre- 
tenses in assuming to speak in the name 
of the Russian people.

Twenty-One English Vessels of More

Size Were Dertroyed. 
LONDON, June 28.—Twenty-one, Brit- 
ish vessels of more than 1600 tons each 
and seven under 1600 tons were sunk by 


mines or submarines last week, accord- 
ing to the weekly statement of losses 
issued by the Admiralty last evening. No 
fishing vessel met with disaster. 

The statement reads. 

“Arrivals 2876; sailings 2923. 

“British merchant ships over 1600'tons, 
ncluding one prevously, sunk by mine 
or submarine, 21; under 1600 tons, in- 
cluding one previously, seven. 

“British merchant ships unsuccessfully 
attacked, including seven previously, 2." 
The number of vessels destroyed shows 
a net falling off of four as compared 
with the lasses reported the previous 
week, which numbered &. Of these 27 
were of more than 1600 tons and five in 
the smaller division.

ARMY EXEMPTIONS 


Government Will Map Out Only 
General Procedure; Regula- 
tions Expected in Few Days. 


RULES TO BE FLEXIBLE 


Men Deficient in Stature or 
Weight Will Not Necessarily 
Be Rejected. 
WASHINGTON, June %3.—The exemp-

pected to be made public by the War 
Department in a few days, probably 
will map out onty the general procedure 
It is be- 
lieved that no specific class exemptions 
will be provided for, and that each man 
will be appraised on his individual oc- 
cupation and physical Capacity. 

No man with serious physical defects 
will be called upon for military service. 
The judgment of the. civilian doctors 
who are attached to local Exemption 
Roards as to the ability of any indi- 
vidual to live a soldier's life will be a 
determining factor. 

Married men will not be exempted as 
a class. In each case the object of the 
board will be to determine whether the 
dependency of wife, children or other 
relatives upon any man is so complete 
as to warrant his rejection as a soldier. 

Occupational Exemption. 

The boards may be furnished with 
suggestions as to occupational exemp- 
tion. The Government can outline ger - 
erally the professions or trades which 
must be maintained at full strength. 
The importance of an individual in thac 
profession or trade, however, can only 
be determinsd by the local board. 

No inkling. has been given as to the 
part to be assigned to those who are to 
be granted partial exemption because 
of religious belief. They are to be freed 
of the necessity of firing upon enemy 
soldiers and, therefore, from regular 
military service, but the act contem- 
plates that they can serve in some non- 
combatant capacity benind the lines anc 
holds them liable for such service Ir. 
such cases the question of physical 
qualifications is wholly different and 
there are many fine points that will 
have to be decided in that connection 
as the facts present themselves. 

Provision for Duplication. 
Men who are registered in two jurisdic-

George Ade.of Brook, Ind.. farmer and 
member of the Indiana State Council of 
National Defense, arrived in St. Louis 
this morning for a two days’ stay, as 
a delegate to the meeting of the Grand 
Chapter of the Sigma Chi fraternity, 
being held at Washington University. 

When he was seen by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the Washington Hotel at 
breakfast time, the visitor did not deny 
that he was the same George Ade who 
wrote ‘‘Fables in Slang,’ ‘“‘The College 
Widow" and ‘“'The Sultan of Sulu.” But 
he was much more ready to talk about 
farming and national defense than about 
the life of the humorist and playwright. 
“I Mve in the country,” was his fre- 
cuent remark. 

The title of “The County Chairman,” 
cne of Ade’s plays, now fits its author, 
for he is chairman of the Red Cross 
Committee of Newton County, Ind. One 
of the first questions he asked about St. 
louis was what its Red Cross contri- 
bution had been, and when he was to.d 
that the quota of $1,000,000 had been 
practically doubled, he said, ‘“‘That’s a 
fine record.”’ 

Touches on Dry Question. 

He commented, at the reporter's sug- 
gestion, on the ‘‘bone dry’’ feature of 
the food conservation bill. ‘The thing 
to do now,’ he said, “‘is to find out 
what the Government thinks it should 
do in order to get somewhere, and then 
so along with it. I usually keep out of 
the booze discussion. I have too many 
friends on both sides. But the weakness 
of the booze people’s case, whenever an 
issué like this comes up, is that there is 
no defense for booze. 

“The only thing to do with booze 
is to drink it, in moderation. Don't try 
to defend booze; it’s impossible. 

“Our State Council of Defense,” he 
continued, “has been working for the 
Liberty Loan and Red Cross campaign, 
and now we are working on the food 
conservation program. Along with 
that, we are doing what we can to 


make the 3 PUrPoses of the war, and 
the need-—fer conscription, clear to 
the people: Our people are loyal, but 


some are still a little bewildered. 
“I think Hoover should be given 
full leeway in dealing with the food 
question. We shouldn't have five or 
six congressmen hopping up and mak- 
ing speeches every time someone 
wants to buy a spool of thread. 
“There is no doubt that the farmers 
have responded to the Government's 
appeal for increased production. They 
are showing patriotism, mixed per- 
haps with selfishness, but they are 
trying to raise_every bushel of corn 
they.can, and they are getting results. 


Farmers Need Nerve. 


“The chief need of the farmers in 
my section is more nerve. They don't 
seem to have the nerve to hold on to 
their stock, at the present high cost 
of feed. They are killing off too 
many calves and young pigs. They 
tell me, at the stockyards, that the 
average weight of beef cattle is near- 
ly 200 pounds less than 2 years ago. 
At that rate, we'll soon have no beef 
at all.” 

Ade, who has visited St. Louis before, 
was asked to give his opinion of the 
city. “It's a fine place,” he replied. ‘'I 
buy my cook stoves here. I live in the 
country, and it’s hard to kéep’a cook 
out there. A few years ago the cook at 
my place complained that the stove 
wasn't big enough. ‘You bring so many 
people out here,’ she said, ‘and expect 
me to cook for them all on this little |

“Tt is our sincere hope that Japanese- 
American foreign relations will, tn the 
future, be conducted with such wisdom 
and foresight as to avert sudden and 
sometimes dangerous developments. 
Such developments, in the opinion of 
some people, were threatened during tlhe 
past few days. when our newspapers 
were in doubt as to whether the Amer- 
ican Government was deliberately en- 
tering upon a new policy toward Chira. 

“So long as American motives remain 
irreproachable, Japan has no cause for 
alarm. At the present time we merely 
believe that our international position 
demands a strong army and a strong 
navy.” 

Upon dearning that I had just come 
from Pekin, where I had an audience 
with the President of China, Baron 
Goto asked me four qtiestions, which ! 
answered as follows: 

“From your observations in Pekin, 
what people do you believe are best 
iiked by the Chinese ?’’ 

“Americans.” 

“What people are most 
the Chinese?’ 

“Japanese.”’ 

“Why?” 

“Because the Chinese 
wants to grab China.” 

“Who gave Japan 
grabbing China?’ 

“Great Britain, 
Germany.”

SEATTLE, Wash., June 2%—On the 
day prior to my departure from Japan 
for America, I was received in Tokio 
by Baron Goto, Minister of the Interior 
ot the imperial Japanese Government. 
He gave me an important statement 
which it is now possible to quote in 
detail regarding the new Japanese- 
American situation created by the note 
of the American Government to China, 
which was delivered by Minister 
Reinsch, June 6 This is the. note 
which urged the Chinese Government 
to avoid revolution and to maintain 
internal stability throughout the _ re- 
public. 

Baron Goto, who is regarded as the 
strongest man in the present Japanese 
administration, was educated in Ger- 
many and is known to hold views 
which are none too favorable to the 
United States, although in his conversa- 
tion with me he was naturally guarded. 
This is what he said: 

‘What the entire Japanese press seems 
to have interpreted as American inter- 
ference in China may be nothing more 
than a polite and sentimental expression 
ot the American State Department of 
svmpathy with the embarrassments of 
the present Chinese Government. Japan 
herself has no agressive aspirations to- 
vard China, but Japan maintains that 
Manchuria must serve as a defensive 
Strategic outpost for the safety of the 
Japanese empire. Furthermore, Japan 
holds that the United States cannot in 
fairness to Japan take any action to- 
wards China that might thwart the pro- 
tective designs of Japan. 

“England is an island empire. She 
rad neutral Belgium for her protection: 
Japan is an island empire. She must 
use Manchuria for the same purpose.

The letter said Dr. Roberts told Miss 
Lusk repeatedly that he loved her and 
her only; that he had sworn his love 
for her on a Bible. Miss Lusk continued 
in the letter that she had threatened t> 
end all if the doctor did not love her. 

Dr. Davies testified that Miss Lusk 
had told him that Dr. Roberts had said 
he did not love his wife and promised 
to tell her before June 15 of his friend- 
ship for the school teacher.

Retail Price in St. Louis Today 
$2.15 to $2.75 — Further 
Drop of $1 Predicted. 


The receipt of large quantities of home 
grown potatoes in the St. Louis market 
caused a sharp drop in wholesale and 
In addition to the 
many 


retail prices today. 
| potatoes shipped 
—— and truck loads were brought in 
by farmers and truck gardeners. 


The commission men paid \the farmers 
$1.50 to $1.85 a bushel today, while yes- 
terday’s prices were $1.75 to $2.10 a bush- 
el. Three weeks ago the price was $3 
to $3.50 a bushel. 

At grocery stores the price to consum- 
ers was $2.15 to $2.75 a bushel, or 53 to 
75 cents a peck. One grocer who was 
selling potatoes at $2.15 a bushel was 
maxing a price of 353 cents a peck, but at 
nearly all the other groceries the prices 
for a peck were slightly higher, in pro- 
portion, than the bushel. prices. 

The early planted potato crop in the 
vicinity of St. Louis is well matured, 
but the late planted crop, particularly 
in St. Louis Counts, has been damaged 
by a month’s dry weather. 
Commission men expect the wholesale 
price paid to the producers to drop to 
$i a bushel within ten days. 

Press dispatches from New York 
and Chicago state that there were 
also big drops in the potato markets 
in those cities. In New York the 
wholesale price dropped to $4 a bar- 
rel, caused by the dun.,ing of thou- 
sand of bushels into the market from 
southern points. The price has been 
declining 50 cents a barrel each day 
for a week. A few weeks ago pota- 
toes were selling at wholesale at $12 
a barrel in New York. 

In Chicago the wholesale price 
dropped 40 to 60 cents a bushel. They 
were selling at $2.40 to $2.65 a bushel. 
Only 60 carloads were received in the 
Chicago markets today, but there are 
300 carloads of potatoes in the yards 
to be unloaded. Some of the cars 
have been on the track for more than 
a week, during which the prices drop- 
ped 80 cents to $1 a bushel.

gained from the agreement. If the city becomes a 
partner in the business, of course, special taxa- 
tion would be unjust and foolish. 
The capitalization upon which the company is 
to earn a fixed dividend is to be agreed upon and 
the city is to have official representatives on the 
board of directors. Improvements and extensions 
are to be provided for. 
So much for the form of settlement, but what 
is the basis of settlement? 
What will be the capital value upon which 
dividends will be earned? 
What will be the agreed dividend on the 
fixed value? 

What will be the option price of the prop- 
erty? 

These are the vital points which wil] determine 
the character of the proposed agreement and its 
value to the city. They are the substance of the 
settlement. 
Let us bear in mind that while the city is shap- 
ing proposals the company is suing for an adjust- 
ment. It is at the mercy of the city, which can 
continue the mill tax and refuse extensions of 
franchises. The company is the suppliant. 

The Post-Dispatch first suggested to the com- 
pany a settlement or readjustment on the line of 
these proposals. We believe a just settlement of 
the relations of the United Railways to the city 
and public would be advantageous to all. It must 
be just. It must wipe out the causes of friction 
and bad service. It must provide a sound basis 
of earnings, with provision for necessary improve- 
ments, including rapid transit.

OUR ARMY IN FRANCE. 

“What can America do for the entente as long 
as the U-boats prevent her from getting men and 
material across?” sneered German writers and 
speakers during the week of April 6. “The war 
will be over before she can send aid of any im- 
portance.” 
The war is not yet over and one of the impor- 
tant factors in getting it over will be those very 
men and materials which were to arrive only in 
time to add eclat to the celebration of the pre- 
dicted Hohengzollern holiday. 
After Gen. Pershing’s arrival in Europe, before 
it was known generally that he had left this coun- 
try, the announcement that the first army he is 
to command is today encamped in France can 
hardly be called a surprise. ‘It is exactly what 
was expected. 
When precautions are possible insuring the pas- 
sage across the sea of these thousands of regulars 
and marines in safety—when precautions were 
possible which have enabled more than a quarter 
of a million of Canadian troops to cross the sea 
in safety—how can the U-boat peril to merchant 
ships be regarded an insoluble problem? In the 
worst aspects of the peril, safety becomes only a 
matter of sufficient means to provide the indi- 
cated safeguards for multiplied numbers of ships. 
Things are going well. When the roll is called 
of nations on the western battle line, America 
from now on will be able to respond with a tri- 
umphant “here,” and her representation will con- 
stantly and rapidly increase. With the crossing 
of the sea in the face of such resistance as the 
enemy can oppose, presenting less difficulties than 
the crossing of a river in the face of the enemy 
during land operations, a striking demonstration 
is given of essential resources in modern warfare 
in which Germany, with all her military strength 
in other directions is deplorably weak. 
Our entry on the stage is a brilliant achtevement 
and Americans, rejoicing, gird themselves for 
further successful strokes. 
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“The more enemies, the more honor,” says a 
German military critic, overlooking the fact that 
it is dishonor, the violation of treaties and sol- 
emn promises that has brought Germany her nu- 
merous enemies.

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A CHRONIC STATE OF WAR. 
Prof. Ferdinand Toennies of the University of 
Kiel, regarded as Germany’s foremost political 
economist, fears that the war will last indefinitely 
and will become chronic. He admits that he is a 
pessimist without hope that peace can be brought 
any nearer by ruthless submarine warfare or any 
other means possible to the Central Empires. On 
the other hands Prof. Toennies does not believe 
that the entente will ever be able to dispossess 
Germany from the foreign territory that she now 
oecupies. 
The last “chronic” war in history was The 
Hundred Years War, which spread over the great- 
er part of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. 
Of course the fighting was not constant during 
that period and truces were made for years at a 
time. In fact, only three of the battles fought 
during that entire period are generally known— | 
Orecy, Agincourt and Poitiers. 
Prof. Toennies sees an analogy in the present 
war. He believes that there will be a succession 
of fighting periods and armed truces. 
It is difficult to disagree with a man as learned 
in political economy as is Prof. Toennies, but 
it is hard to conceive a world as interdependent 
as ours is today and as thickly populated as it 
is engaged in a Hundred Years War. In the four- 
teenth century, it must be remembered, all of the 
fighting was done by knights and squires and the 
junkers of that time and that half of the people 
in France and England didn’t know there was a 
war. Agriculture and industry proeeeded in the} 
customary manner and the daily routine of the 
average life was undisturbed. 
What would happen to Germany if the war 
stretched out over a period, say of 20 years? Two 
or three drouth years in sucession, a not uncom- 
mon occurrence, would spell disaster, its ships 
and factories would rot away te dust and Ger- 
many would sink back to a manner of living 
reminiscent of the time when ‘All Gan) was di- 
vided into three parts.”

The pocket is really quite an ancient 
institution. It is, in fact, the direct ante- 
cedent of the small handbag which 
women have been carrying for years. 
Originally, moreover, it was a detached 
affair, not unlike many that are coming 
into style at this present time. They 
were frequently made in pairs and of 
various materials. Some of them, judg- 
ing from old pictures, were not unlike 
the ‘safety pockets” which women find 
so useful for carrying money and valu- 
ables when traveling nowadays. These 
of today, however, are usually made of 
leather or khaki or some similarly strong 
material. , 

They are fitted with metal clasps and 
are attached to a strong band to be 
fastened about the waist. Some of the 
pockets worn by the women of the 
United States in colonial days were 
made in similar fashion, were flat af- 
fairs with slits running from the top 
nearly half way to the bottom, by means 
of which the contents of the bag might 
be inserted. 

Some of these early pockets were of 
figured calico, more elaborate ones were 
of silk or of linen, daintily embroidered; 
some were stitched into a band to be 
fastened about the waist, while others 
were gathered bag fashion with draw- 
strings. 

Their importance is shown by the fact 
that they were frequently mentioned in 
wills as being left as legacies. Also they 
oceur in the inventories of possessions 
which people of those days were wont 
to make.

Committee Conducting Cannery 
Want Surplus Products for 
Canning. 


The Women’s Central Committee on 
Food Conservation, conducting a can- 


is planning to register farmers .n the 
surrounding territory to get them to give 
all their surplus products to the com- 
mittee for canning. 

More than 5300 automobiles and several 
trucks already have been offered to 
carry supplies from the farms to the 
city. These are in the charge of Mrs. 
William Weston. 

The committee will supply speakers for 
each patriotic gathering in the country 
about St. Louis on the Fourth of July. 
They will speak on food conservation. 

The daily 10 o’clock lesson and demon- 
stration on food conservation was given 
this morning on tomato and raspberry 
canning by Miss Lucille Bell and Miss 
May Leighton. More than 530 women 
and one man were present. 

Tomorrow the lesson will be on meats. 
Saturday there will be a special dem- 
onstration. Luther Ely Smith will 
speak on conservation of food, which 
will be followed by a demonstration of 
war emergency cooking by Miss Clara 
Skeel. Mrs. Robert Terry will conduct 
the demonstrations next week. 

Three new food conservation schools 
will be opened for a week. The first 
will be at 8 a. m. tomorrow at the 
Union Electric building. The other two 
will begin next week at the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. and Scruggs-Vander- 
voort-Barney. They will be held under 
the direction of Misses Bell and Leigh- 
ton. 

Recipes Demonstrated. 

Recipes demonstrated today are as 
follows: 

Tomatoes.-Select tomatoes of the 
same size, ripeness and color. Scald to 
loosen skins. Plunge quickly into cold 
water. Remove the stem and skin and 
cut into pieces if desired. Place rub- 
ber in position and fill the .jar with the 
whole or cut tomatoes, packing as .tight- 
ly as possible. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt to each quart of tomatoes and fill 
the jars with boiling strained tomato 
juice. Adjust tops and partially tighten. 
Sterilize 22.minutes. Remove jars, tight- 
en tops and set out of draft to cool. 

Raspberries—Pick over, wash and 
stem. Use a collander or sieve in wash- 
ing them in @erder to prevent handling 
or bruising. Place the rubbers in pori- 
tion and fill the jars with the berries, 
packing them as tightly as possible with- 
out crushing. Make a syrup, using one 
cup of sugar to four cups of water. 
When the sugar is completely dissolved 
and the syrup begins to boil, fill the jar 
with the boiling syrup. Adjust the top 
and partially tighten. Place jars upon 
rack and lower at once into canner con- 
taining hoc water. Place the lid on the 
canner and sterilize for 16 minutes. Re- 
move the jars, tighten the tops and set 
to cool, away from draft. 


COCCHI HAS ABHORRENCE OF 
AMERICAN ELECTRIC. CHAIR 


Friends and Relatives of Ruth Cru- 
gxer’s Slayer Raising Fund to 
Fight His Extradition. 


BOLOGNA, June 28.—‘I feel myself 
acquitted morally, but I am ready to 


undergo the legal penalty of my coun- 
try,”’ Alfredo Cocchi, slayer of Ruth 
Cruger, is quoted as saying to the in- 
terrogating Judge at the last ques- 
tioning. Yesterday, Cocchi, according 
to reliable authority, sent out this mes- 
sage to a friend: 

“IT am guilty and I want to pay the 
penalty. Why spend your money on a 
lawyer? I won't see him.” 

There is no doubt that Cocchi has a 
horror of the American electric chair. 
abhorrence is shared by his 
friends, and they, with his relations. 
are starting a fund to fight extradition 
proceedings. 

‘What seems to me indisputabie,”’ said 
Signor Venturini, attorney for Cocchi, 
to the Associated Press, ‘‘is that Coc- 
chi, owing to Italian laws, cannot be 
extradited, even if meanwhile he has 
become a naturalized American. since 
Italy still claims him as an Italiar 
subject, having been called under the 
colors.”

On Friday and Saturday maximum tem- 
peratures ranged from 100 to 10% de- 
grees in the west and greatly aggravat- 
ed the effects of the drouth. In the 
eastern half the only crops damaged so 
far are gardens and potatoes. Continued 
warm weather,and sunshine have been 
favorable for haying and other farm 
work. which is well up with the season. 
“Wheat ripened rapidly and harvest is 
under way in the southeast quarter of 
the State under very favorable condi- 
tions. In the extreme southeastern 
counties it is about finished and in an- 
other week it will be general in the 
northeastern counties to the Nebraska 
line. As a rule it is from a week to 10 
days later than usual. Oats made a 
steady improvement itn the eastern half

been badly damaged by drouth and in 
many western counties’ farmers are cut- 
ting oats for hay. In the extreme south- 
eastern counties oats harvest has begun. 

“Corn continues to be backward, but 
so far it has stood the dry weather well, 
even in most of the western counties.
